BILL IS APPRUVED 


Committee on State Affairs 
Reports Law to the 
Assembly for 
Passage 


MADISON, Wis., May 14.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— Gov. McGovern’s m arket com­ 
mission bill was reported into the 
assembly this m orning for passage by 
a 'vote of six to three. 
The plan is 
to m ake the bill a special order for 
either next Tuesday or Wednesday. 
Assemblyman 
Axel Johnson, chair­ 
man of the com m ittee on state affairs 
th at considered th e bill, will opposs 
the passage of the m easure on 
the 
door of the house . 
The bill calls 
an appropriation of $100,000. 
The bill creates a commission o! 
three m em bers of which 
the stats 
dairy and food comm issioner shall 
be an ex-officio 
member. 
W ithin 
thirty days after the passage of the 
act the governor shall m ake the ap* 
pointm ents which shall be confirmed 
by the senate. 
Each m em ber shall 
receive an annual salary of $5,OOO 
and the expenses necessarily incurred 
iii the performance of his duties. The 
chief purposes of the commission are 
to prevent monopoly, to promote co­ 
operative enterprises 
in behalf o! 
consum er and producer, to develop 
agricultural, industrial and com m er­ 
cial resources, to improve 
country 
life and to perform functions here­ 
tofore performed by the dairy and 
food commissioner, the state board 
of im m igration and the state board 
of agriculture.
